TROOPS IN CHARGE 


' Herrin, 111., Feb. 9—(fP)—Herrin, scene of the miners' riot 


of 1922, was taken over by state troops today aa a result of a 
oear-riot last night between "wets" and "drys", in which a con- 
stable was killed and a deputy sheriff wounded seriously. 


The trouble is a result of the wholesale dry raids which 


.have been conducted in this (Williamson) county recently by 
reputed members of the Ku Klux Klan, led by S..G. Young, paid 
employe of the Klan. A meeting of the Knights of the Flaming 
Circle, aa anti-KUn organization, was 
IP session when a crowd stormed the 
hall. Tho shooting followed.

to remonstrate with the conferees to 
disperse and go to their hom«t In 
the Interest of peace, was shot.

FIRE INTO HOSPITAL. 


Immediately a crowd gathered out- 


•ide the hospital and began 
firing 


Into the institution. Persons Inside 
the hospital responded to the fire and 
a miniature battle waged for a short

Carbondale at t a. m., and the "drys" 
then established headquarters at the 
city hall, several blocks 
from

'mob put out the street lights so those 
•within the institution could not see 
where to aim.

PANIC STRICKEN. 


' A number of the patients in the 
hospital became panic stricken and 
were reported as highly nervous to- 
day. 


A number of windows In the hos- 


pital were shot out. and the building 
showed other "battle scars" such as 
bollet punctured drain pipes and 
wainscoting. 


The trouble started last night when 


Justice, ot the Peaoe Caeear Cagle of 
Herrin was shot and killed near the 
Jelferaon Hotel, and soon afterwan 
Deputy John Layman was ehot and 
placed 'n the Herrin hospital In n 
•erlou« condition.

Held on Twelve Acres of What Is Now Fairview Park 


Which Cost Association $600 in 1856. 


Macon county had its fair grounds in what is now known' 


as Fairview Park back in 1866, and fairs were held there for 
several years. .The state fair was held there in 1863 and 1864, 
in 1869 and 1870. 


There was organized June 28,1856, the Macon County Ag- 


ricultural Society with E. A. Jones, president; William Rea, vice 
president; William Martin, treasurer; James P. Boyd, secretary 
and these directors: Samuel Powers, Jacob Hosteller. J. G. Tay- 
lor and D. K. Wilson. 


A complete list of the fairs held on the old fair grounds is 


part of the'records of the State Board of Agriculture at Spring- 
field.

The Review also has a statement of the first fair held in 


1856, as well as, the fairs held the next two years, as written 
by James Shoaff, secretary in 1868. 


E. A. JONES HERB EARLY. 
It Is Interesting to note that Ed- 


ward A. Jones, first president of 
this society was an Onloan. born In 
1818, who made hie first trip to Illi- 
nois when he was twenty years old; 
He came with an older brother to 
buy. cattle. He came "back annually 
until 1854 When he permanently lo- 
cated in 
Macon county, on the 


Bloomlneton road lust north of town, 
where he emgaged In farming and 
stock raising. He was the father of 
Mr«. Theron A. Powers of Decatur.

THE FIR'ST FAIR. 


The first fair was held Oct. 9 and 


10, 1856. According to the secretary's 
record, "there was a goodly number 
of stock, mechanlcaJ articles, domes- 
tic manufactures, Irults, vegetables, 
etc., on exhibition." Of cattle there 
were 37 entered, horses 47, jacks and 
mules 11, sheep 3. hogs 4, poultry 
10; with 20 entries In the "mechan- 
ical department" 11 entries of farm 
products, 42 pieces of needlework 
and 
27 "diecretiomary,"

Shoaffa report states: "Our ring 
for ttie exhibition of stock is 400 
yards." 


There was evidently a better at- 


tendance at the second fair end the 
exhibits were more numerous, total- 
ling 328 entries, 100 more than the 
previous years. 


Gate receipts amounted to $582 but 


entries receipts totalled $55.05. All 
of $600 was paid out for premiums, 
leaving the balance in the treasury 
of the society $37.05. This sum, to- 
gether witli other moneys from sub- 
scriptions, was spent to liquidate the 
debts of the society: 


Because of the fact 
that, each 


shareholder was privileged to enter 
,as many exhibits as he desired with- 
out fee, the secretary notes that the 
total sum from entries was small.

Faced with the startling problem of providing a meeting 


place and taking care 6"f the delegates to the Illinois Republican 
convention to be held in Decatur in 1860, the citizens of Deca- 
tur were decidedly perturbed. 
This was the largest civic un- 


dertaking ever presented to the community. 


Could Decatur people have foreseen that this convention 


would create the candidacy of Abraham Lincoln for president of 
the United States, and all that was to follow, their excitement 
would have been greatly increased. 


The state convention was booked for May 6, 1860. There 


was no hall to accommodate such a meeting and the question of 
board and lodging for the delegates was a still more complicated 
matter. Committees were appointed 
to work out the solution ot the big 
problem

LAW INVALID 


Will lerlouilr IlniuHcup Road Build- 


In*. 


The declaration of the Indiana su- 


preme court that the new automobile 
lcens« law I* Invalid will seriously 
iffeot state road building In that 
state this year. .' The new law In- 
rcased the license fees from 56 to 
00 percent. The automobile license 
fees go back to the old rate that was 
n effect previous to this year. These 
rates range fTom $5 for the smallest 
lectrle vehicle to $30 for BO'ti. p. 
pleasure cara or over. The new rate 
vas $3 for the small gasoline oar 
up to $30 end from $10 to $350 for 
trucks. The defect In the law was 
the title. And the automobile own- 
ers who have paid their 1924 license 
fees at the new rate have no re- 
course until there Is legislative ac- 
tion. 


Tt was estimated that the automo- 


bile fand under the new rate would 
amount to $6,000.00 for the year. It 


now stated that the court decis- 


ion will reduce It by $2,000,000 and 
perhaps more.
